MODERATORS RULES OF PROCEDURE 


Please note: This year we will be following appropriate COVID-19 protocols such as mask 
wearing and social distancing. If you have any questions, please contact the Town Office at 
(603) 253-4561. 


Unless changed by the voters at the Meetings, the Town Moderator will use the following Rules 
of Procedure to conduct the Meeting: 
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The Moderator will not follow Robert’s Rules. The Moderator will use the following 
general rules of procedure, whose main purpose is to keep the meeting moving, and not get 
bogged down in procedural quagmires. 


By majority vote, the voters can overrule any decision that the Moderator makes and any 
rule that the Moderator establishes. A voter can raise such a request by Point of Order. 


The Moderator will take Articles in the order that they appear on the Warrant unless the 
Moderator announces the intent to take Articles out of order. 


The Moderator will consider each Article, as follows: 

a. The Moderator will announce the Article number, and will read the text of the Article. 

b. The Moderator will recognize a member of the Board of Selectmen, or the petitioner 
(if a petitioned Article) to move the adoption of the Article. 

c. If the Motion is seconded, the Moderator will recognize a member of the Board of 
Selectmen, or the petitioner, to explain the Article. 

d. The Meeting will debate and then vote on the Article. 


Everyone who speaks must use the microphone so that they can be heard. 


No one may speak unless he, or she, has the floor. 

a. No one may have the floor unless recognized by the Moderator. 

b. Except for Points of Order, the Moderator will not recognize speakers unless they raise 

their hand to be recognized. 

Each speaker must provide his/her name and address. 

d. Even if a voter does not have the floor, a voter may speak to raise a Point of Order, to 
challenge a Moderator’s ruling, or to overrule the Moderator. 
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The Moderator will allow only one motion on the floor at a time. There are two exceptions 
to this rule: 

a. A voter may raise a Point or Order at any time, and 

b. Ifa voter has the floor, the voter may make 
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i. A motion to amend the pending motion, or 
il. A motion to Call the Question. 


The Moderator will not accept negative motions, which are motions that require a “no” 
vote to vote in the affirmative such as “I move that we not adopt the budget.” 


Motions to Call the Question limit debate and require a 2/3 vote. If passed, these motions 
stop debate on a motion and the motion is immediately voted upon. The Moderator shall 
have the right to refuse to recognize a Motion to Call the Question, if, in the Moderator’s 
opinion, the voters have not yet had an adequate opportunity to discuss an issue. 


. Non-voters may not speak at the Meeting without the permission of the voters except, the 


Moderator will allow non-resident Town officials and consultants or experts who are at the 
Meeting to provide information about an Article to speak. 


All speakers must be courteous and must speak to the issues, not the individuals raising 
them. The Moderator will not allow personal attacks or inappropriate language. 


If any person behaves in a disorderly manner, and after notice from the Moderator, persists 
in such behavior, or shall in any way disturb the Meeting, or willfully violate any rule of 
proceeding, the Moderator may have a police officer, or any legal voter of the Town, 
remove such person from the Meeting. (RSA 40:8). 


All questions and comments should be addressed to the Moderator. The Moderator will 
choose who responds to the questions. 


With the exception of initial presentations on Articles that the Moderator requests be 
limited to five (5) minutes, all speakers in debate will be limited to three (3) minutes. 


Each speaker may only speak once until everyone has spoken. 


The Moderator may determine the method of voting except as determined by law. 
However, any voter who doubts the accuracy of any non-counted vote may require the 
Moderator to determine a vote by a counted show of hands or counted standing vote. In 
this case, assistant Moderators will count the hands and report directly to the Moderator. 


Any vote on a bond issue of over $100,000 must be voted on by secret ballot. In addition, 
any five (5) voters may require that the vote on any Article or question be by secret ballot. 
To do so: 
a. All five (5) voters must be present and identified, and 
b. The request must be presented in writing to the Moderator prior to the end of debate 
on the Article or question. 


18. Motions to reconsider an Article may only be made immediately after the vote on the 
Article, and may only be made by a voter who voted on the prevailing side of the vote to 
be reconsidered. However, the following limits may apply to the reconsideration of an 
Article: 

a. Mandatory Restriction: In accordance with RSA 33:8-a, if a motion to reconsider 
a ballot vote on a bond issue of over $100,000 passes, the Article cannot be 
reconsidered until a reconvened Meeting that is at least seven (7) days after the 
original vote. With respect to bond votes, the restriction on reconsideration 
automatically applies without the need for the Meeting to vote for it. 

b. Optional restriction: Voters may postpone reconsideration of any Article at the 
Meeting by voting to restrict reconsideration of the Article in accordance with RSA 
40:10. If the Meeting passes such a motion, then the Article cannot be reconsidered 
until a reconvened Meeting held at least seven (7) days after the date of the original 
vote. 


Reminder: Since any rule of the Moderator or decision of the Meeting can be reversed or 
changed at any time prior to the end of the Meeting by a majority vote of the Meeting, there 
is no rule that can be adopted that can absolutely prevent the reconsideration of an Article. 


19. The Moderator will not be a voting member of the meeting.

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Selectmen’s Report 2020 


Dear Friends and Neighbors in Center Harbor: 


2020 was a challenging year all around. Precautions to avoid the spread of COVID 19 put us in 
the uncomfortable position of having to serve your needs over the phone, on-line or by 
appointment. Thankfully everyone has been understanding and supportive during these difficult 
times and we apologize for any inconvenience these precautions may have caused you. Sadly, 
until this virus is “beaten” we will have to continue in this manner. We have strived to provide 
responsive, efficient, effective and transparent Town government while maintaining the quality of 
life we enjoy living in Center Harbor. Please let us know if you have any issues or unmet needs 
that we should address. 


Our activities this year have been: 
Reconfiguring Procedures in Reaction to COVID 


As noted, this has meant shifting from face-to-face service to providing services remotely or 
through phone, internet, mail and where possible by appointment. Inconvenient for sure, but the 
low number of infections suggests that we have enjoyed some success in meeting your needs while 
protecting the health of our citizens. 


Road Safety and Maintenance 


The Town continues to improve the roads following a dual strategy of repaving the worst roads 
and quickly repairing portions of roads which are in good condition. We will continue in this 
manner until all the roads in Town are in safe, “good” condition. Major efforts this year included: 


e Installation of drainage on Bartlett Hill Road. 

e Drainage replacement at the beginning of Chase Circle. 

e 400 feet of Coe Hill Road was reclaimed. 

e Bad areas on Butterfield Road were boxed out and finished with a shim and overlay of the 
whole road. 

e Bad areas on Skywatch Road, which were difficult to safely plow, were boxed out and 
shimmed and overlaid the whole road. 


Cost Controls 


Center Harbor continues to enjoy one of the lowest tax burdens in the State. It is always a constant 
struggle to keep expenses (and taxes) as low as possible. This year our spending has come in below 
budget and we will be returning approximately $123,000 to the general fund. In addition, our 
budget for 2021 is essentially flat. The total budget as proposed is $3,047,834 which is an increase 
of 1.12% or only $34,085 more than 2020’s budget of $3,013,749. The bulk of the increase is 
related to costs we have no control over such as payroll taxes, retirement contributions, 
unemployment insurance, etc. 


Operational Efficiency 


The Town continues to seek grants, donations of time and services while simplifying systems and 
procedures wherever possible. This effort has precluded having to add staff at Town Hall, and to 
date by shifting some services to on-line, such as Auto Registrations, we have been able to reduce 
personnel costs without compromising service levels. Grants continue to be an important source 
of funding. This year the Town received grants in excess of $9,000. 


Town Beautification & Economic Development 


The Town has, in the past, worked closely with the Center Harbor Community Development 
Association (CHCDA) to enhance the visual beauty of the Town and encourage more people to 
shop, dine and vacation in Center Harbor. 


Sadly, the CHCDA had to cancel their events this year due to COVID. This included SkateFest, 
Center Harbors’ Winter Beach Party, as well as LobsterFeast, our annual “block party” on Main 
Street in August. At the moment there are no plans to hold these events in 2021, but we will work 
to reconstitute these programs again once the pandemic has passed. 


Retirements 


Ken Ballance - family man, veteran, former fire chief, firefighter, successful local builder and a 
good friend retired in 2020 as Center Harbor’s Code Enforcement and Health Officer. A gentle 
giant of a man, Ken’s expertise and knowledge helped guide the Town through the growth of the 
past few decades while ensuring the character and quality of life in Center Harbor remained 
constant. Thank you, Ken, for your thirty-two years of service to Center Harbor and its residents. 


We would also like to wish Librarian Jon Kinnaman and Library Assistant Glenn Walter well in 
their retirement. Jon decided to retire after fifteen years of dedicated service to the Library and its 
patrons. Glenn, a dedicated employee of many years and who drove from Vermont to work at the 
Library, decided to resign rather than return from a furlough caused by COVID-19. Thank you, 
Jon and Glenn, for your service to Center Harbor and the Library patrons. 


Senior Program Development 


Approximately 31% of Center Harbor’s residents are over 65. In 2020 Sandy Frost, our Parks and 
Recreation Director conducted a survey of our Seniors to determine what services and support they 
are most in need of. Our first response to the results has been to begin work on creating a section 
of the Town website dedicated to Seniors and providing in-depth lists and links to State and Local 
resources. We hope to “go live” with an expanded Senior Resource section this Spring. 


Finally, we hope you will come to Town Meeting and participate in what is the last pure exercise 
in democratic process in this country. It is through your inalienable right to vote that we will 
continue to preserve the beauty and health of this wonderful little Town we all call home.

The March tenth two thousand twenty Town Meeting was called to order at eight o’clock in the 
morning by Moderator Charles Hanson, who announced the polls to open to act upon Article 1. 


At 1:30 P.M. the absentee ballots were accepted. The polls closed at 7:00 P.M. and the 
ballots were tallied.

At 7:00 P. M., Wednesday March 11, 2020, the Town Meeting was reconvened in the 
Fire Station to act upon Article 2 thru 15. Moderator Charles Hanson called the 
meeting to order. Mr. Hanson welcomed everyone stating that we couldn't ask for 
nicer weather and was happy to report he put up 14 gallons of Maple Syrup before 
leaving for the meeting which is a sure sign of spring. He went on to say that he 
likes the process of Town Meeting which has been going on for 400 years. He asked 
seventh graders, Cecilia Hornkohl and Gabrielle Rose Sanchagrin to come up and 
lead us in the Pledge of Allegiance after having all veterans stand in the audience to 
honor them with a round of applause. Mr. Hanson thanked Chief Manville and the 
members of the Fire Department that set up the area for the Meeting. He introduced 
Aimee Manfredi-Sanchagrin and Sheila Mohan, Ballot Clerks, Peter Louden and 
William Ricciardi, Assistant Moderators, Harry Viens and Richard Drenkhahn, 
Selectmen, Mary Richardson, Town Clerk/Tax Collector and Robin Woodaman, 
Administrative Assistant. Selectman Richard Hanson was at home due to illness. 
Mr. Hanson asked the audience to turn to the Moderators Rules of Procedure in the 
Town Report if they had questions on the rules to help keep the meeting moving 
smoothly. 


Article 2. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by Greg Hime to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,019,357 to defray the Town charges 
for the ensuing year. ($946,613 appropriated in 2019). (Majority vote required). Craig 
Baker asked why the Budget went up $40,000.00. Mr. Viens stated that the increase was 
under Personnel and Administration with the hiring of another Police Officer. Jeff Hubbell 
added that there is an extra pay period this year. Mr. Hanson commended Mr. Hubbell for 
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attending a budget hearing preparing for the Town Meeting where people can get questions 
answered. The Article passed unanimously. 


Article 3. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Peter Louden to 
see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $640,247 for public safety. 
($616,142 appropriated in 2019). (Majority vote required). The Article passed 
unanimously.

Article 4. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by Fred Wolf to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $380,140 for the maintenance of Town 
Highways and Bridges, including sidewalks and dead tree removal. This appropriation is 
to be offset with estimated $41,619 from State Highway Block Aid and the balance of 
$338,521 to be raised by taxes. ($384,679 appropriated in 2019). (Majority vote required). 
The Article passed by majority vote. 


Article 5.Special Warrant Article. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and 
seconded by Greg Hime to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$148,000 to be placed in the following existing Capital Reserve Funds. ($152,000 
appropriated in 2019). The Selectmen recommend this warrant article by a 3-0 vote. 
(Majority vote required). Craig Baker asked why we proposed the same amount last year 
for FD Engine or Rescue Vehicle and PD Cruiser. Mr. Drenkhahn stated we anticipate a 
rotation out of these vehicles so we set aside a certain amount each year to have the money 
available up front. Mr. Baker asked how much was in each fund already. Mr. Drenkhahn 
stated the PD Cruiser fund has $26,792.00 and the FD Engine or Rescue Vehicle has 
$446,356.00. The Article passed by majority vote.

Article 6. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $377,860 to be placed in the following 
existing Expendable Trust Funds. This appropriation is to be offset with $16,792 from the 
Unassigned Fund Balance and the balance of $361,068 to be raised by taxes. ($396,240 
appropriated in 2019). The Selectmen recommend this warrant article by a 3-0 vote. 
(Majority vote required). Craig Baker asked the status of the road work. What percentage 
was done and what was left. 


Jeff Haines our Highway Supervisor commented as follows: 


In 2017: -Replaced failed culverts on Follett Road and Overlook Drive 
-Took out a large ledge out of the Butterfield cul-de-sac 
-Paved/repaired the swale on College Road (South) 
-Replaced the failed drainage and paved in a section of Main St. 
-Reviewed all Town roads with Town’s Engineer 


In 2018: -Shim and overlay of 3000 feet of Coe Hill Rd 
-Did a full depth reclamation of 850 feet of Bartlett Hill Road (one 
of our most heavily traveled roads) 
-Replaced a failed 36” culvert on McCrillis Hill Road 


In 2019: -Finished the Follett Road project 3000 feet long section with full 
depth reclamation and drainage replacement 
-Completed full depth reclamation of 5575 feet involving a 
replacement of 2 culverts of Piper Hill Road along with dead tree 
removal 


To date we have not been able to keep the good roads good. The warmer winters 
are allowing frost to cause damage to some portions of the town roads. We are forced to 
constantly update our road plan to work in the most seriously failing pieces. The present 
annual appropriation is not going to bring all roads to an acceptable standard in a timely 
fashion if we are constantly addressing short sections of failing roads. We are missing on 
keeping the good roads good. Craig Showers asked what plans he has for the roads this 
year? Mr. Haines is aware of the portion of High Haith Road that is in need and he will 
evaluate along with a couple other portions of roads that need it the most. The Article 
passed unanimously.

Article 7. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Bill Ricciardi to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $201,602 for the disposition of Solid 
Waste. ($191,538 appropriated in 2019). (Majority vote required). The Article passed 
unanimously. 


Article 8. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by Peter Louden to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $84,552 for the operation of the James E. 
Nichols Memorial Library. ($94,602 appropriated in 2019). (Majority vote required). Mr. 
Viens explained that the budget wasn’t being cut. It was more to do with an accounting 
principle that our auditor requested us to follow. In the past the Library funding warrant 
article also included a reference to funding from the Library Trust Fund. Any expenditure 
over the approved budget will come from the Library Trust Fund. The Article passed 
unanimously. 


Article 9. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Bill Ricciardi to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $100,593 for recreational activities. 
($95,018 appropriated in 2019). (Majority vote required). Steve Caney asked if there was 
a contingency plan for any gatherings in light of what we are dealing with the corona virus. 
Richard Drenkhahn stated no not at this time. Greg Hime spoke on risk management and 
emergency management which he deals with in his profession. He felt that New Hampshire 
residents are at a low risk even with Massachusetts residents coming across the border. The 
Article passed unanimously.

Article 10. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by David Hughes to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for the Centre Harbor Historical 
Society. ($1,000 appropriated in 2019).

It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by Craig Baker to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $45,398 for the support of the following health 
and welfare agencies ($44,898 appropriated in 2019) (Majority vote required): Craig 
Banker asked about money for drug intervention. Mr. Viens clarified that this line is only 
for outside agencies that ask for specific dollar requests. We have not received any requests 
for that specific use. The Article passed unanimously.

Article 13. Special Warrant Article. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by 
David Hughes to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be 
placed in the existing Heritage Fund. ($5,000 appropriated in 2019). The Selectmen 
recommend this warrant article by a 3-0 vote. (Majority vote required). Craig Baker asked 
how much is in the Heritage Fund. Robin Woodaman stated that the Heritage Fund is in 
the custody of the Treasurer. Treasurer Jeannie DeGrace, stated at year end there was 
$42,960.55 in the fund. Mr. Drenkhahn pointed out that the Town has contributed 
$30,000.00 total. Between grants and donations, the fund has procured $109,000.00. Bill 
Ricciardi asked if there was a benchmark for raising money for the schoolhouse. Mr. 
Drenkhahn asked Karen Ponton to address the question. Mrs. Ponton checked off all 
outside work is done; electrical work is done and now it is mainly cosmetic on the inside 
of the building and that they were over the hump. The Article passed by majority vote. 


Article 14. It was moved by Harry Viens and seconded by Eric Strapp to see if the Town 
will vote to allow a discount of two (2) percent on property taxes paid within twenty-two 
(22) days of issue of tax bills by the Tax Collector. The Article passed unanimously. 


Article 15. To transact such other business that may legally come before the Town 


Meeting, including to choose agents or committees in relation to any article of the Warrant 
and hear reports of any heretofore chosen. 
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Karen Ponton reminded everyone of our third Annual Earth Day Cleanup April 15-22. The 
Town will be providing bags and gloves again this year and you are to leave your bags 
along the road. Our highway crew will pick up the bags again this year. Mr. Viens shared 
the Meredith Rotary Club are close to approving the repair of the bandstand at no cost to 
the Town. He thanked all the town employees and volunteers for all they do for the Town. 
He added it was great to see the good turnout for the meeting, thanking the audience for 
coming tonight. With no further business Mr. Hanson adjourned the meeting at 7:37PM.

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The James E. Nichols Memorial Library 
2020 Annual Report 


2020 Summary. The Nichols Library continuously provided predominantly virtual services to patrons 
throughout the COVID pandemic beginning in March 2020. In person services were stopped in March, 
with all efforts redirected to existing and new online services. In June, the library restarted curbside loans 
after developing pandemic protocols to protect the librarian and patrons. The library strove to provide 
Center Harbor residents and visitors with materials, programs and services to help meet their information, 
educational, cultural, and recreational needs under pandemic constraints. The Board of Trustees would 
particularly like to thank Librarian Jon Kinnaman and assistant Glenn Walter for providing seamless 
service to the community. The Board named Bob Beem; and former Trustees Helen Heiner, Karin 
Karagozian, and Jo Morse as Trustees Emeritus as a token of thanks for their many years of stewardship, 
guidance, and support. 


Library Use / Collection Maintenance. Library usage, new acquisitions, and in person services were 
much lower than in past years due to pandemic constraints. Digital service usage increased during 2020. 
The library circulated 5628 materials compared to 11,508 in 2019. The following table is a breakdown of 
how these materials were used in 2020.

Facility Upgrades /Building Maintenance. The Trustees solicited bids, evaluated proposals, and 
recommended HEB Civil Engineers to develop a civil survey and drainage mitigation plan design in 
alignment with the Building Conditions Assessment completed in 2019. The Town awarded and funded 
the work. The survey identified that surface water and roof runoff are the primary issues associated with 
the deteriorating structure and facade. Additional work will also need to be done to identify and address 
the roof drainage system. 
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The mortar supporting the granite front steps failed in August, and was repaired by the Town. All other 
work associated with the remediation was tabled until 2021, in light of competing priorities to address 
service offerings and staffing during 2020. The Trustees will develop a plan to address these issues in 
2021. 


2021 Goals and Community Engagement. We continue to engage with the NH State Library, the NH 
Library Trustee Association, and other libraries to review and assess best practices moving forward 
through the pandemic. We look forward to opening on a limited basis while protecting both our 
employee(s) and patrons as we learn more. We continue to investigate new/enhanced services and 
welcome suggestions from our patrons. 


Library Staff. Librarian Jon Kinnaman elected to retire after 15 years of service. Library Assistant 
Glenn Walter chose to resign rather than return from furlough. The Trustees and all patrons are thankful 
for their consistent customer focused service, and wish them both well. The Trustees began an active 
search for a new librarian late in 2020. Summer assistant Lois Brady has stepped in to support the library 
during this interim time. 


Friends of the Library. The Board wishes to thank the many people who contributed to the well-being of 
the library this year, including our past and current Board of Trustees; the Town Selectmen who support 
our building needs and overall operations; the Department of Public Works and Fire Department for help 
with maintenance; Gayle Lacasse and Susan Guerney for their support as library Trustee/Alternate; and 
the many patrons who donated materials and made financial gifts to our general fund. Finally, we thank 
the people of Center Harbor for their ongoing support of this historic library. 


We have opportunities for individuals who may be interested in volunteering as a Trustee Alternate for a 
one-year term to learn the role of a Library Trustee and serve the Town in a meaningful way. If 
interested, please contact any current Trustee.

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2020 Annual Report 


Center Harbor Fire Department 


In 2020, the Center Harbor Fire Department responded to 322 emergency calls. There were 166 
medical emergencies and 156 fire related calls. Our average time from dispatch to arrival for all 
emergencies was 9:54 minutes and from time of tone until first unit responded was 4:11 minutes. 
Statistically, Saturdays were our busiest day for call volume with 60 calls and Mondays were our least 
busy with 36 total calls. 


We currently have a total of 19 members. Of our members we have fifteen certified firefighters, 
five level 1 firefighters, two career level and eight level 2 firefighters. We also have three basic level 
EMT’s, six advanced level EMT’s and 2 paramedics. One member finished an EMT class that was 
disrupted by Covid 19 and is waiting to test. 


Covid 19 is quite a challenge for the Fire Department. We modified how we handled calls. Our 
EMT’s learned how to properly don and doff gowns and face shields in order to remain safe. We also 
had to learn the proper way to clean and disinfect all our equipment and also our firehouse and 
personal gear to mitigate spread. We received several donations of face shields, masks and cleaning 
supplies. We keep in close contact with the Emergency Management Director who has kept us up to 
date with all the new guidance from Homeland Security, New Hampshire Public Health and the State 
Fire Marshalls office. 


Please remember to upgrade your old smoke detectors and change your detector 
batteries (change your clock — change your batteries). You should also add carbon monoxide 
detectors on each level of your home for added protection and safety.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


This year we experienced challenging wildfire conditions which led to deep burning fires in remote locations that were 
difficult to extinguish. Your local fire departments and the Division of Forests & Lands worked throughout the year to 
protect homes and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on high fire danger 
days. The towers’ fire detection efforts are supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger is especially 
high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Every year New Hampshire sees fires which threaten or destroy structures, a constant 
reminder that wildfires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildfire from spreading 
to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining 
adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s 
Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe! 


Between COVID-19 and the drought conditions, 2020 was a unique year. The drought conditions led to the need to have 
a Proclamation from the Governor, which banned much of the outdoor burning statewide. This, along with the vigilance 
of the public, helped to reduce the number of serious fires across New Hampshire. However, the fires which we did have 
burned deep and proved difficult to extinguish due to the lack of water. While the drought conditions have improved, we 
expect many areas of the state to still be experiencing abnormally dry and drought conditions this spring. For this reason, 
we ask everyone to remember Smokey’s message about personal responsibility and follow his ABC’s: Always Be Careful 
with fire. If you start a fire, put it out when you are done. “Remember, Only You Can Prevent Wildfires!”

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RED HILL FIRE TOWER ASSOCIATION 


October 26, 2020 


The year 2020 turned out to be a very busy fire season as the drought caused some multiple high fire 
danger days. We were able to have three different watch persons in the tower, which gave us coverage 
at least one day a week. The tower opened in mid-April and the first smoke detected was from a barn 
and house fire in New Hampton. Smoke from a house fire in Alton could also be seen from the tower. 
Several small unattended brush fires were called into the surrounding towns and we assisted Sandwich 
in locating an illegal campfire that spread in the White Mt. National forest. 


This year Kelley Brown came on as a fire watch. Her first day was a Class 3 Red Flag warning day, which 
allowed her to learn lots of things right away! Noticing all of the dogs that hiked the trail, she started a 
Facebook page for the “Dogs of Red Hill”. It is amazing to see how many people hike Red Hill and how 
many dogs accompany their humans. It was a very busy hiking summer; on one day alone, one day there 
was over 200 hikers! 


In June, there was a lightning strike early in the morning that hit the tower. The lightning damaged the 
fire radio and the internet system in the tower. The radio was new enough that the repairs were 
covered under warranty. The internet system was finally repaired at the end of October. 


The towns Center Harbor, Sandwich, Meredith, Tuftonboro, and Holderness contributed money to the 
association to keep the tower open. 


Total money contributed from towns (income) = $5,750 
Total pay to three fire watch lookouts (expenses) = $3,346 
Total for workers comp and equipment (expenses) = $1,597

2020 Annual Report 


We are all exhausted from having to deal with COVID-19 and | look forward to days when this 
pandemic is behind us, but the reality is, it has dramatically affected all our lives and our 
community. | never imagined there would come a day when the first thing | grab when jumping 
out of the cruiser to pursue someone on foot would be a protective mask. Even in these 
uncertain times police work does not stop nor does our duty to protect and serve. | could not 
be prouder of Sergeant Weiss, Officer MacLeod, Officer Marsh and Administrative Assistant 
Hornkohl. Each rallied to serve Center Harbor during one of the busiest years that | can 
remember under constantly changing protocols. When things were at there worst, we were at 
our best. 


To ensure the safety of our town employees and the public, Emergency Management Director 
Driscoll and Fire Chief Manville and | met regularly. We worked with New Hampshire 
Homeland Security and procured personal protective equipment so that all town staff had the 
equipment they needed. At times this required us to drive to Concord to pick up the “PPE” 
when the field representative was unable to make a delivery. All the department heads and the 
Board of Selectmen worked seamlessly as a team. 


In 2020 Governor Sununu created the New Hampshire Commission on Law Enforcement 
Accountability, Community and Transparency after the murder of George Floyd. This 
commission brought together a variety of stakeholders, including public input, to ensure 
nothing like that ever occurs in New Hampshire. Several recommendations from the 
commission were implemented immediately through executive orders and others will need 
legislative action. The Center Harbor Police Department strives at all times to establish 
relationships of trust with our community members who demand high levels of truthfulness, 
fairness, accountability and compassion. We achieve our five core values by practicing: 
integrity, respect, competence, service and pride. | believe that New Hampshire Law 
Enforcement already leads the country in fairness and professionalism. However, there is 
always room for improvement and we should never stop trying. 


In 2020 we were fortunate to secure a NH Highway Safety grant focusing on bicycle and 
pedestrian safety and enforcement. This allowed us to have a handful of dedicated patrols to 
focus on vehicles who were failing to yield to pedestrians in crosswalks and for pedestrians who 
were not utilizing crosswalks. 


The pandemic lessoned the media coverage on the opioid crisis but this issue continues to grip 
the region. As | reported last year, we are seeing mostly methamphetamine which makes up 
the vast majority of our drug arrests. As a reminder, people can dispose of unused medications 
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anytime that the town hall is open at our prescription drop box. This box is located in the 
hallway outside the police department and does not require an officer to be present. If you 
need to dispose of medications after hours, please call dispatch at 253-9756 and we will meet 
you at the station. 


After several years of working with the Department of Transportation we submitted a road 
study which resulted in a speed limit reduction to 25 mph on the downtown section of Route 
25B (Main Street and Plymouth Street). 


We handled several major cases this year but | would like to highlight two that were solved due 
to the thorough investigative work of our officers. The first started as a noise complaint with 
guns being fired in the middle of the night. During the investigation, a Facebook post showed 
the suspects firing off a military style rifle and a pistol while drinking. A search warrant was 
obtained for the guns, however, a significant quantity of drugs was discovered. Therefore, the 
original firearms search was stopped and a second search warrant was obtained for the drugs. 
We enlisted the assistance of the regional drug task force and over $30,000.00 was seized, a 
money counting machine, packaging materials, a large quantity of marijuana, infused 
“summies”, cocaine and additional firearms. This case has been forwarded to the DEA / US 
Attorney’s Office for prosecution. 


The other major case included the seizure of two excavators and a skid steer that were stolen 
out of state and recovered in Center Harbor. The investigation by our department uncovered 
that the new owner of the equipment was a victim as well and this was a multistate heavy 
equipment theft ring. We are currently working with several departments that have recovered 
several other pieces of equipment. 


We had two officers respond to an active shooter in Gilmanton where a man fired a gun ata 
10-year-old child when he and his brother had stopped to asked him if they could mow his 
lawn. When officers arrived along with an armored vehicle and were setting up a perimeter, 
they were fired upon with a high-powered rifle striking the armored vehicle numerous times. 
This incident ended with the individual eventually taking his own life. This is an example of the 
changing times and why we have a regional special response team. 


In reviewing our statistics, it shows that Tuesday nights at 9:00 pm is our busiest time. What 
does this mean? Absolutely nothing. It confirms that parts of police work are data driven and 
other parts of policing are simply unpredictable and we always need to be prepared. We ended 
the year with a total of 2947 calls for service which is an increase of 239 calls from 2019. This 
encompasses a variety of calls, but our more common ones included 975 motor vehicle stops, 
113 assists to other law enforcement agencies, responded 106 times with fire department for 
emergencies, 54 motor complaints, 57 citizen assists, 54 animal complaints, 40 right-to-know 
requests, 47 alarms, 49 suspicious incidents, 45 motor vehicle accidents and 54 arrests which 
more than doubled from 2019. This increase in arrests was not unexpected and is attributed to 
the officers having information more readily available to them with their mobile data terminals 
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and having consistent staffing. Officers also completed 335 residential checks and 6288 
business checks while on patrol.

2020 brought on challenges, questions, uncertainties and changes in our way of life in Center 
Harbor. With the onset of the COVID pandemic, the mission for Parks & Recreation became 
“Safety First, Fun Second”. Our community slowly came to the realization that many changes 
had to take place. Following CDC and New Hampshire guidelines became top priority in 
providing for a safe community. Our Center Harbor citizens have responded well in these trying 
times and | see the look of hope, optimism and better days ahead for 2021. 


Center Harbor Plan on Aging Survey / Age Friendly Community 60+ 

Surveys were mailed with Center Harbor tax bills in May as part of an outreach effort to 
improve our understanding of the needs of older people in Center Harbor. The goal of this 
survey is to help in understanding, serving, supporting and celebrating older adults in Center 
Harbor. Efforts are now underway to include a web page on the Town website listing resources 
and activities for the older community members. 


60+ Strength & Balance: Interest grew with this new senior activity. Weekly classes were held 
in the municipal building once a week to work on strength, balance and fitness. Sadly, we had 
to stop mid-March because of the pandemic. 


Town Beach Parking Permits: Permits are issued to residents for Lake Street parking and the 
Town Beach dirt parking lot next to the basketball court. “NEW” paper permits are required 
each year (with a different color) for Center Harbor residents and their guests and are available 
through the Parks & Recreation Department. Moultonborough residents must obtain a Beach 
Permit from the Moultonborough Town Office. 


New 2021 Center Harbor Transfer Station & Beach Permit stickers are required this year 
beginning in May 2021. Beach Parking Permits will go into effect Memorial Day weekend 
through Labor Day. Go to: centerharbornh.org/Departments/Parks & Recreation for the Beach 
Permit Policy. 


Tennis Courts & Basketball Court: Structural cracks and holes were repaired and filled at the 
courts. Repaired areas were touched up with Premier Sports Coatings. Mold and mildew on the 
entire area of the tennis courts were cleaned with compressed air. Vermont Tennis Surfacing 
completed this project. Hixon Logging and Tree Service, LLC came in and cut down and 
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removed all overhanging and surrounding trees at the tennis courts. This will help eliminate 
the abundance of leaves, mildew and slime on the tennis courts. (July 2020) 


Easter Egg Hunt and Party: This traditional event was cancelled when the COVID pandemic 
began and schools went to remote learning. 


Memorial Day: The annual parade was cancelled due to the onset of the pandemic. The Board 
of Selectmen and Parks & Recreation Director laid wreaths at the War Memorial, Town Docks 
and the Congregational Church Cemetery. CHTB Director, Carlos Martinez sang patriotic songs 
at the three sites. 


Preparing for the Summer of 2020 with COVID-19: The pandemic brought on so many 
uncertainties for everyone. As Parks & Recreation Director, | communicated with local P&R 
Directors in the Lakes Region, kept abreast of CDC Guidelines and continued to read the 
Governor’s and NH Parks recommendations. Adjustments and changes were made for social 
distancing and preventing the spread of Covid-19. Keeping our community safe was the main 
goal, and in a group effort, | believe we accomplished just that. | wish to deeply thank our Board 
of Selectmen, Department of Public Works and Tyler Driscoll for their continued support and 
help. 


Parks & Recreation Memorial Day through Labor Day: Things were well into full swing before 
Memorial Day as schools and businesses closed with the Stay At Home warning from the 
Governor. Boating became one of the big-ticket recreational activities and we had record high 
boat launch activity and revenue. Having the Town Beach Permit Policy in place helped 
tremendously with over-population. We were very fortunate to have all returning summer 
staff. Although we could not offer swim lessons and summer activities, we were well 
appreciated by our residents and guests. Many thanks go to our summer Parks & Recreation 
staff! 


4‘ of July: What can | say? This is the biggest day in Center Harbor and for the first time in 
history, it was cancelled. Although the Town events had to be cancelled, the crowds came to 
the docks, boat launch and beach and we accommodated their needs with pride. The contracts 
for the Atlas Fireworks and Granite State Timing for the footrace were renewed for 2021.

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Milfoil at the Town Docks: In late August, | asked a member of Solitude Lake Management to 
take a look around the Town Docks for milfoil. A small amount of milfoil was found at the five 
boat slips facing the swim area. Aqualogic came and pulled the invasive species in October. 


Concerts: The Center Harbor Town Band did not begin the concert season in June. There were 
hopes that the Town Band could play a shortened schedule in August. However, with the 
pandemic, all concerts were cancelled. (See a 2021 Concert Series Schedule in this Annual 


Report) 


Seniors Hike/Walk Group: This new 60+ activity (masks required) began in October. This is an 
opportunity to enjoy the benefits of exercise in the beautiful Lakes Region. Some of the hikes 
have included Chamberlain Reynolds Forest, Page Pond, Rattlesnake, Waukewan Highlands, 
Center Harbor Woods and more. “Walk the wooded trails of the Lakes Region. Discover where 
you live. Feel good.” (See Parks & Recreation website for more information) 


Halloween: “Curbside pick-up” was set up in front of the Town Hall this year for our Halloween 
families. P.D. and Parks & Rec set up tables with all kinds of goodies and treats for pick-up. 
Many thanks go to Mark Chase for assisting me in this event. 


Christmas: The Christmas tree was donated to the town by Joan Dole, in memory of her dear 
friend, Peg Lamprey. Joan has thoughtfully done this for many years. Lights adorned the Fire 
Station, Town Hall, Bandstand and tree at Nichols Memorial Library.

Economic Development 


e As the federally-designated Local Development District (L.DD) for the Northern Border Regional Commission 
(NBRC), a federal-state funding partnership, LRPC administered a total of 9 grants in Ashland, Bristol, Laconia, 
Plymouth, and Wolfeboro. 


Administered over $1.5 million in Community Development Block Grant (CDBG), NBRC, and USDA funds for 
the Town of Wolfeboro to support the G.A.L.A. Wolfeboro Makerspace project. 


Awarded grant writing/administration contracts for the Microcredit program from Grafton County to 
administer over $1 million in CDBG Microenterprise Technical Assistance funding for the economic 
development corporations (EDCs) with loan funds for the northern half of the state. Applied for a CDBG 
Microenterprise COVID-19 Grant on behalf of Grafton County. 


Awarded a $37,500 USDA Community Facility Technical Assistance Training Disaster Grant on behalf of Grafton 
and Carroll Counties’ recipients for Complete Streets/Streetscaping. Completed USDA Community Facility 
Grant applications for over $750K on behalf of Effingham, Ossipee, and Tuftonboro. 
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Contracted by the state Lakeshore Redevelopment Planning Commission to write and administer grants for the 
Lakes Region Facility (former Laconia State School) economic development project. Obtained a waiver of 
eligibility allowing the City of Laconia to also apply for NBRC grant funding for this project. 


Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) 


For the 34th year in a row, LRPC coordinated the regional Household Hazardous Waste Collections during the 
summer of 2020. As we have come to expect in the year of the pandemic, things did not go exactly as planned. 
It was, however, a very successful set of hazardous waste collections and by several measures the program will 
emerge stronger. Despite concerns about the pandemic, 19 of the original 25 communities recommitted. Because 
this also reduced our budget by 25%, we reached out to the vendor and successfully renegotiated our flat-fee 
contract for this year, then made required adjustments to several collection sites to ensure safe and convenient 
drop-off. Part of the agreement that we negotiated keeps the costs to our communities consistent for the next 
several years; there will be no increase in the 2021 HHW appropriation request. A big thank you to Site 
Coordinators and town staff in both Effingham and Bristol as well as their respective School Administrative Units 
(SAUs) for working with us to make these adjustments in a short amount of time! Additionally, we had three new 
Site Coordinators this year. 


Due to COVID-19 we put greater emphasis on new press releases, e-blasts, banners and signs, and a strong 
emphasis on web and social media postings. As a result, 1,609 households turned out to our seven collection 
sites and we safely disposed of nearly 53,000 pounds of waste and nearly three miles of fluorescent bulbs, 


helping to protect both our household and water environments. This included record-setting turn-out at the 
Bristol site and an all-time high in Laconia of 426 households served. 


Most of the policies put in place this year either by our vendor or the local and site HHW Coordinators made for 
a safer, smoother collection. All will be considered as we look forward to the 2021 collections. We will continue 
to send out occasional notices about disposal opportunities and alternatives to HHW by email and on our 
Facebook and Instagram accounts; hundreds of people have signed up for this service. 


On behalf of the 25 participating municipalities that have participated in the past, we thank the NH Department 
of Environmental Services and U.S. Department of Agriculture for their continued support of our regional HHW 
collections, helping to provide safe and effective disposal of toxic materials that could have a serious negative 
impact on our region's water resources and economy if not handled properly. We also greatly appreciate the 
more than 70 staff and volunteers and 7 host communities who helped make it possible. The next collections 
are scheduled for July 31 and August 7, 2021. For more information, maps to the sites, and recipes and videos 
showing alternatives to HHV, visit us online at www.LakesRPC.org or find us on Facebook and Instagram.

Hampshire Roads Taken—Or Not; Russ Lanoie on septic issues with Best Practice Stories from the Field— 
Avoiding Mistakes Up Front Can Help You Later; and a joint Legislative Forum on Economic Development co- 
hosted with three local organizations at Lakes Region Community College. 


Hosted a May webinar on the new Community Power law with expert panel presentations and Q&A. 


Principal Planner Susan Slack wrote a feature article for NHMA’s Town and City Magazine on Protecting Water 
Quality with Septic System Rules. 


While the traditional annual meeting dinner was cancelled due to the pandemic, the full Commission met 
virtually on June 22 to adopt the FY21 budget and elect officers and Executive Board members for FY21-22. 
Outgoing Executive Board members Wayne Crowley, Chair; Barbara Perry, Treasurer; and John Cotton, Area 
Commissioner, were recognized for their many years of service and leadership. Current members Vice Chair 
John Ayer and Area 4 Commissioner David Kerr were respectively elected Chair and Treasurer. Three 
Commissioners were elected as new members of the Executive Board: David Katz (New Hampton) as Vice Chair 
and Mardean Badger (Ashland) and William Bolton (Plymouth) as At Large Commissioners.

Town of Center Harbor Heritage Commission 
Annual Report - 2020 


On behalf of the Heritage Commission, | hope this Annual Report finds you and your family 
safe and well during this unprecedented time. 


Despite the COVID-19 pandemic, the Heritage Commission continued its work during the 
past year to protect our Town's historic places and preserve its rural, small town charm. 


Volunteers spent the summer cleaning and painting the interior of our historic 1843 Center 
Harbor Town House. It looks beautiful! A special “thank you” to resident Matt Towle for 
fabricating ceiling tiles to replace damaged ones that match perfectly. In addition, the Town 
House is now ata point in its rehab where it can be used by the public on a limited basis. In 
fact, the Commission held its summer and early fall 2020 meetings there. We hope that 
other Town boards and committees might begin to use the Town House for some of their 
meetings in 2021. 


Once again, the Commission was successful in securing a Conservation License Plate/ 
Moose Plate Grant. Rather than our Town House rehabilitation, this grant was used to help 
fund the cost of replacing the deteriorating roof of our 1886 Centre Harbor Village School. 
When combined with donations from former Village School students, local businesses 
(especially the Center Harbor Community Development Association), residents and others, 
the new roof cost Center Harbor taxpayers nothing. Many thanks to our donors and grant 
agencies for their generosity. 


Our 1910 Nichols Memorial Library is also in our sights. We hope to partner with the Library 
Trustees in the coming year to pursue grant monies and other donations to remedy moisture 
issues affecting its foundation. 


The Commission's other projects included our Survey of Historic Center Harbor Barns and 
the Historical Resources Inventory & Online Map. Three (3) barns were added to the 
Survey, which now consists of 44 barns built between 1790 and 1941. (For more information 
or to have your barn surveyed, please contact our barn expert Rick Kipphut at either 603- 
726-0925 or researchthepast@gmail.com. The survey is free.) Two (2) properties were placed 
on the Historical Resources Inventory and information about four (4) properties was updated. 


However, because of the pandemic, we were not able to hold our 50/50 raffles at the Town 
Band summer concerts or our Give $10 to the Heritage Fund, Get $10 Off at the Common 
Man fundraiser. The Center Harbor Barn Tour that was planned for last September was also 
postponed. If circumstances permit, the Tour may be offered in September 2021. 


| would like to thank Commissioners Ginny Fisher, Richard Hanson, Karen Ponton, and Ann 
Xavier and Alternates Nancy Sapack, and Linda-Lee Scott. Lastly, the Commission extends 
its heartfelt appreciation to David Reilly for his years of devoted service on the Commission, 
most recently as its chairman.

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2020 Annual Report of the Center Harbor Energy Committee 


During the 2020 year of service to the residents of Center Harbor, the Energy Committee was mostly idle 
given the situation with Covid-19. However, the committee was able to complete one significant project, 
mostly through the efforts of its chair, Carol Sullivan. That project was to replace the lighting in the 
Municipal Building, Fire Department, and Police Station with energy-efficient LED lighting through a 
program of the New Hampshire Electric Coop (NHEC), which covered 75% of the costs. 


We thank Carol Sullivan, NHEC, and the contractor, Ecolectric LLC (Plymouth, NH), for making this 
project possible under difficult conditions (because of Covid-19 and given the late start and short time 
constraints). And, thanks to the Town employees that reviewed lighting options and provided access to 
the required areas. 


Going forward, this should reduce the lighting costs for the Town. The Energy Committee does track the 
Town’s electricity (and fossil fuel) usage and will provide an update in the future on electricity usage 
savings. As the installation occurred in late December, no usage history is yet available. 


For 2021, the committee will continue its ongoing activities, though at a reduced frequency given the 
current Covid-19 situation: 


e Encourage energy efficient applications for Town projects, including the historic Town House. 
e Continue gathering and analyzing Town electric, propane and oil usage. 

e Explore renewing the town’s municipal membership with Clean Energy NH. 

e Continue to network with and monitor other towns and groups regarding energy issues. 


At the time of writing, the committee has not yet recommended an appropriation to the existing Energy 
Conservation & Improvements Expendable Trust Fund to improve the energy efficiency of the Town’s 
facilities. 


The committee is in need of additional members (you do not need to be an energy expert or 
professional)! Our current membership has diverse work backgrounds in fields such as facility planning, 
mechanical and software engineering, architecture and manufacturing (as well as retirement). For 
additional information, email chec@metrocast.net or contact the Town offices.

A woman from Merrimack called and said that she wanted to spread her mothers' ashes at the girls 
summer camp her mother went to as a little girl. This woman took her young girls to the site many 
years ago but since the area is now well populated could not locate just where the beach was. We found 
the camp site. She said to me, “Thank you for giving me a special day in MY life. To be able to feel the 
ambiance of the camp my mother loved, and to reflect back in my mind to her teenage years of 
swimming, teaching archery, canoeing and living an entire summer in such a beautiful place.” This is 
reward enough for me to have helped these families.

The mission of Community Action Program is to work with low-income families, the elderly and 
those with handicapping conditions to assist them in their efforts to become or remain financially and 
socially independent. The Agency accomplishes this task by providing a broad array of programs that are 
locally defined, planned and managed. During the past year, we have provided $37,984.93 in services 
through the area center. In Center Harbor, we help with fuel and electric assistance, security deposits, 
emergency assistance and food from the Meredith Emergency Food Pantry.

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On behalf of the Board of Directors, staff, and families of Inter- 
Lakes Day Care Center, I would like to extend a profound thank 
you to the Town of Center Harbor for its continued support of 
our families and the local community during these extraordinary 
times. 


Inter-Lakes Day Care Center and Nursery School is a non-profit, 
licensed, community child care and education agency, providing 
exceptional and affordable early care and education for children 
from six weeks through twelve years of age. It is the mission of 
Inter-Lakes Day Care Center to promote child development and 
family support through operation of a group child care center 
and nursery school and through establishment of cooperation 
and collaboration with other agencies, local businesses, and civic 
groups in promoting child development and community enhancement. 


In October of 2020, Inter-Lakes Day Care Center and Nursery 
School celebrated it’s 49" anniversary. I-LDCC remained open 
during the COVID-19 Pandemic, and on April 1, 2020 became 
certified by the State of New Hampshire as an Emergency Child 
Care Program, continuing to provide services for children of 
essential workers. 


I-LDCC is open five days per week to make it possible for parents to 
maintain full-time employment. I-LDCC’s variety of programs and 
services include: full and part-time care for infants, toddlers, and 
preschoolers, before and after school programs for school age 
children, summer day camp, healthy meals throughout the day, field 
trips, and collaboration with other local agencies to provide enriching programs. I-LDCC offers 
an environment that encourages the development of the whole child while fostering a sense of 
independence, responsibility, and self-control. I-LDCC provides free breakfast, lunch and snacks 
daily through the Child and Adult Care Food Program (CACFP). 
Additionally, as a sponsoring agency, we facilitate meal 
reimbursements to licensed family day care providers who follow 
USDA guidelines to provide healthy meals and snacks to the 
children in their care. 


I-LDCC strives to provide affordable child care to the families it 
serves. Through the State of New Hampshire’s Child Care 
Scholarship tuition assistance is available to families with income 
up to 250% of the poverty guidelines. This helps parents who are 
employed, enrolled in degree or certificate programs, or who are 
temporarily disabled. Supporting families on the road to economic 
self-sufficiency helps ensure stability and routine for their children.

Town of Center Harbor, NH Request for Funding 


The Winnipesaukee Wellness Center (“the Center’) opened in 2000 to meet the needs of the 
Northern Lakes Region. The Winnipesaukee Wellness Center is a self-supporting corporation. 
The Center offers a supervised exercise program by medical personnel for anyone who needs 
assistance in beginning an exercise program. Many members have a wide range of chronic 
medical conditions such as heart and lung diseases, high blood pressure, diabetes, arthritis, 
obesity, and other medical problems. The Center also provides strength and mobility training, 
dietary guidance and medication assistance in addition to exercise. Another significant value of 
the members is the socialization and peer support that are available at the Center. 


The mission of the Winnipesaukee Wellness Center is to promote self-health responsibility and 
support of healthy lifestyles, to provide a safe and comfortable site for exercise, and to promote 
active aging. As the number of baby boomers is aging and this group 1s retiring, the local area is 
seeing that people who own summer homes in surrounding towns are retiring to these summer 
homes for a better quality of life and pace for their retirement years. The Center is in a position 
to grow and meet demand. 


A Board of Directors consisting of members of the Center, staff, and the Program Director 
governs the Center. This group meets monthly and is responsible with the development of fund 
raising opportunities to help meet the Center’s expenses and keep the member fees affordable. 


The Center has a unique relationship with the surrounding towns for support. The Center 
members attend the local town meetings in March and defend the request for funds to support the 
members from these communities. The Center usually receives $19,000 in support and that 
allows the Center to keep the members fees as low as possible. About 15% of our members 
reside in Center Harbor and we request $6,000 to support these residents. 


Seniors are the main population at the Center with the average age of 75. There are equal 
numbers of men and women who exercise at the Center. Financial assistance is available to 
qualifying members. 


The Caregivers program in the area will give free rides to members so they can attend three days 
per week at the Center and member carpooling is encouraged to support friendships. The Center 
is in a central location with easy access and easy parking. Many of the members meet at the 
neighborhood Coffee Shop after exercise for coffee. 


Geographic areas served by the Center are the towns of Meredith, Center Harbor, Holderness, 
Ashland, Moultonborough, Sandwich and Ossipee. Currently there are 99 members at the

Request for Center Harbor Allocation in Fiscal Year 2022: $1,500.00 (level-funded request) 


Lakes Region Mental Health Center (LRMHC), formerly Genesis Behavioral Health (GBH) is designated by the 
State of New Hampshire as the community mental health center (CMHC) serving the 24 towns that make up 
Belknap and southern Grafton Counties. LRMHC provides Emergency Services 24 hours a day, 7 days a week, 
to anyone in the community experiencing a mental health crisis, regardless of their ability to pay. Additionally, 
LRMHC provides individual, group and family therapy; mobile crisis teams in the event a tragic event occurs 
that impacts a community at large, psychiatry; nursing; community support programs for people with severe and 
persistent mental illness; care management; community-based supports; housing; supported employment; 
substance use disorder treatment; and specialty services and evidence-based practices for children and their 
families, including trauma-focused therapy, art therapy and play therapy. Child Impact seminars are offered in 
Laconia and Plymouth for divorcing families. LRMHC owns two handicapped accessible vans and provides 
transportation services to patients in the greater Plymouth and Laconia areas as a means to enhance access to care 
in this rural area. 


Founded in 1966, LRMHC provides comprehensive, integrated mental health treatment for people living with - 
and recovering from - mental illness and/or emotional distress. In Fiscal Year 2020, LRMHC’s 200 employees 
served 4,089 children, adults and families. During this same time period, we provided over $1.2 million of charity 
care. 


In Fiscal Year 2020, 23 residents of Center Harbor received services from LRMHC, and 5 of these 
individuals utilized Emergency Services. LRMHC provided $2,070 in charitable care to Center Harbor 
residents. The age breakdown is as follows:

An investment from Center Harbor will be leveraged with appropriations from other communities to offset the 
tremendous cost of staffing the Emergency Services program round the clock. Similar to a municipal police or 
fire department, Emergency Services is a safety net for a// residents of your town, not just those utilizing the 
service. Your appropriation will ensure the provision of this essential service for the residents of your community 
and reduce the burden on your town.

With the support of the Center Harbor taxpayers and others, Interlakes Community Caregivers, Inc. 
(ICCI) has been providing access to health care, nutrition and mental well-being to older adults — 
our Neighbors - for over 20 years. Like so many other local organizations, the COVID-19 
pandemic presented unprecedented challenges for ICCI in 2020. 


I am proud to report that ICCI never ceased serving our Neighbors in their time of need. We 
continued to provide rides to our Neighbors who had no other options despite having almost half 
of our volunteer drivers sidelined by the virus and all of our fundraising events being canceled. 


Not surprisingly, the number of services we provided in 2020 was less than the year before. Last 
year, 70 volunteers provided 1,898 services to over 150 Neighbors — the majority of whom were 
over 70 years old. Volunteers also donated 2,761 hours and drove 30,844 miles to provide these 
services. ‘Twelve of our volunteers and eight of our Neighbors were Center Harbor residents in 


2020. 


Volunteers drove Neighbors to medical and dental facilities in the local area and to long-distance 
destinations such as Beth Israel Deaconess, Dartmouth Hitchcock, Catholic Medical Center, and 
Concord Hospital to name a few. Other services also included rides for grocery shopping, personal 
appointments, running errands, as well as friendly check-in phone calls and other life enhancing 
assistance. Most notably, we saw an exponential increase in the number of grocery pick-up requests 
to fulfill our Neighbors’ critical need for access to food while also minimizing the risk of infection 
for them and our volunteers. 


A ten-member Board of Directors governs ICCI and three part-time employees run the program out 
of our Moultonborough office next to Elvio’s Pizzeria. Interlakes Community Caregivers relies 
solely on donations from the four towns we serve, individuals, local businesses, and foundations. 


Support from the taxpayers of Center Harbor made up approximately one percent of our annual 
budget of $106,950 in 2020. 


We invite more Center Harbor residents to join our dedicated and committed team of volunteers to 
serve our Neighbors.

without violence and abuse 


On behalf of New Beginnings — Without Violence and Abuse, I would like to thank the citizens of the 
Town of Center Harbor for their ongoing support. Your 2019-20 allocation has enabled our agency to 
continue to provide trauma informed direct services including 24-hour crisis intervention, long term 
support and assistance, and outreach and education to people whose lives have been affected by domestic 
and sexual violence and stalking in Center Harbor and all of Belknap County. 


Our organization operates a full-time shelter with a food pantry and material goods; staffs a 24-hour crisis 
line; provides 24-hour advocacy at hospitals and police stations; provides court and social service 
advocacy; and offers non-judgmental support and advocacy on a one-to-one basis as well as in peer 
support groups. New Beginnings has programming for children and teens who have witnessed and 
experienced violence, including resiliency-based programs. Though we serve a small county, the need for 
services is great. We had advocates in Belknap County courts each working day of this budget year. New 
Beginnings is the only domestic and sexual violence crisis center serving Belknap County, offering 
support and advocacy to 827 individuals in FY20, including residents of the town of Center Harbor and 
resulting in 14,012 individual services. Volunteers donated over 17,000 service hours. 


New Beginnings plays a significant role in the greater community. We facilitate outreach activities and 
offer education programs to businesses, clubs and groups. New Beginnings partners with law enforcement 
through the Lethality Assessment Program (LAP), to reduce the rate of domestic violence homicides in 
Belknap County and ensure appropriate service provision to victims receiving police response. 

Advocates participate in the local Sexual Assault Resource Team (SART), a comprehensive collaboration 
of Belknap County Professionals dedicated to promoting efficient and victim-centered services in sexual 
assault cases; improving conviction rates and engaging victims’ services focused on their health and 
healing. 


Our most noteworthy accomplishment in 2020 was developing and implementing Belknap County’s first 
transitional housing program for domestic and sexual violence victims. The transitional housing program 
follows a scattered-site model in homes throughout Belknap County. The participant is the leaseholder, 
and the agency pays a rental subsidy directly to landlords each month. Specialized services and advocacy 
are provided for up to two years. Upon conclusion of the program, participants can pay their rent 
independently and remain in their rental unit. 


For survivors of domestic and sexual violence, the impact of COVID-19 has been significant. Victims lost 
safe access to services when schools and businesses closed. Instead of attending work or school and 
meeting with service providers, victims found themselves at home with their abuser 24/7. Many areas of 
Belknap County lack reliable cellphone reception, internet, and access to transportation, resulting in 
dangerous home situations. The number of survivors who accessed services has decreased slightly since 
March, while the complexities of cases has increased significantly. We attribute this to the pandemic. 


We are | of 13 member programs of the NH Coalition Against Domestic and Sexual Violence 
(NHCADSV), promoting statewide networking and resource sharing among domestic violence and sexual 
assault programs. The coalition is the evaluating body and administrator of state and federal grants and 
contracts that provide federal and state funding for member programs.

Disaster Response

Skills and Water Safety.

We have volunteers from all walks of life, who are 
trained and empowered to respond to disasters in the middle of the night, to teach safety courses, to help at our many blood 
drives, and so much more.
